~~ “Assisting Indian Population 


The total number’of Indlans in Can- 
ada is 106,000, of whom 30,060 are to - 
be found in the prairie provinces— 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
The Indians own 5,000,000 acres of 
land and the, amount of band: funds 
held in’ trust for them-is almost $12,- 
000,000. ‘They own livestock worth . 
$4,500,000, and personal property of 
$65,000,000. There are 826 schools 
provided by the government for their 
education—day schools, boarding 
schools and ‘industrial schools—-and 
the average attendanca at these. is 
13,000 pupils out pf a possible 16,000 
of school age. About 10,000 Indians 
still cling to their aboriginal beliefs, 
and of the remainder about half aro 
Protestants and half Roman Catholics, 
says the Industrial and Agricultural 
Progress of Canada, 

While the Indians of Eastern ,Can- 
ada ure engaged in a variety of oc- 
cupations, being in extenslve demand 
for hunting, guiding, bushwork, etc., 
the majority of those in the prairle 
provinces follow agriculture almost ex: 
clusively. In 1923 they had 68,456 
acres of land under crop, an increase 
of 15,942 acres over 1922. On this 
they produced 1,276,579 bushels of 
grain, an increase of 531,569 bushels 
over the year before.

To Prevent Mouldiness All 
Should, Be. Pasteurized 

Mould in storage butter TS: now. of 
serlous ecouomic importance, and as a 
result. of its damaging effect: on the 
export trado a full investigation has 
been made. .-A: bulletin covering the 
subject and giving the results of the 
investigation has just’ been’ published 
by ‘the dairy-and cold. storage branch 
of the Dominion department of-agri- 
culture. According to the. bulletin, 
cream as brought to the. factory is 
generally infected by mould, -but this 
infection ‘is destroyed by. pasteuriza- 
tion, consequently the trouble must 
come from the conditions surrounding 
the cream in the factory, - Moulds 
have been found in<cream pumps and 
In piping. through which the cream 
passes fn the factory. “Wood is a 
principal fleld-for production of mould, 
which is found in factory churns con- 
structed principally of wood, and in 
the walls and ceilings ~of the churn 
rooms, in wooden butter boxes and in 
firewood near the factory. All these 
sources of mould should be carefully 
guarded against. Great care must 
be given to the protection of the boxes 
from moisture. Wind carried the 
spores of mould from the neglected 
wood pile into the factory. Butter 
parchments and salt are also sources 
of infection, and so are water sup- 
; bHes, holding tanks and ice. 

To prevent mouldiness in butter all 
pasteurized, all vais,
